Families w ere once a recu rrent scou rg e of m an ­ 
kind, I he 
| hiia to famine dep op u lated mu ch OI ire ­ 
land, cau sing t h ir>o million deaths and forcing a 
trem endou s em ig ration. In the eig hteenth centu ry 
a I amine in India wip ed ou t a m u d ot the p op u ­ 
lation ot Beng al. There hav e been famines in Ru s­ 
sia u nder bom Im p erial czais and Com m u nist com­ 
missars. In the late nineteenth centu ry two y ears 
j of famine in N orth China killed close to ten m il­ 
lion p eop le. 
M aine the world has p assed bey ond the stag e 
of w orry abou t I amines in the old sty le. T here are 
ship s to carry food in mass qu antities I rom one 
p art.o l the world to another, and there has nev er 
been a u niv ersal drou g ht or blig ht. Nev ertheless, 
any one who p u ts a wet fing er u p to test the wind 
m u st lie imp ressed by two ominou s tacts. First, 
the big g rain su rp lu ses of the W estern world are 
disap p earing . Sec>nd, there is no p rosp ect that 
Com mu nist cou ntries can feed themselv es as long 
as they stick to collectiv e methods of farming . 
Ihe crazy thing abou t it is that the Iron and 
Bamboo C u rtain p art of the world has been as­ 
su ming all along that the West, which it inces­ 
santly attacks, will alway s lie ready and willing 
to sell g rain in larg e am ou nts for money . Bu t now 
the Big ht is on. The Czechs, hav ing difficu lty g et­ 
ting g rain elsewhere, recently ap p ealed to Sov iet 
Ru ssia for wheat 
Bu t Ru ssia’s Kosy g in had to 
toll them that Moscow had nothing to s p a r e - 
1 and the Com m u nists w e ir su fficiently shellshocked 
to allow this to be p rinted in their newsp ap ers. 
I L ate O ctober imp orts from the Sov iet Union show 
I thai the p lanting of w in ter wheat for nex t y ear 
is far behind schedu le du e to “continu ing wet 
j w eath er and the delay in harv esting this y ear’s 
crop ’' This is an obliqu e way of say ing th at p eo­ 
p le in the Ru ssian cou ntry side aren't working 
v ery hard at g etting o w crop in and clearing the 
g rou nd four the nex t. 
The Sov iets and the Red Chinese hav e been 
bu y ing wheat from Canada, which has been doing 
well in thiQ trade. Bu t Canada, Au stralia and A r­ 
g entine can hardly continu e to bail ou t the Com­ 
mu nist cou ntries if a real Sov iet or Chinese famine 
dev elop s. As for the U.S., its g rain su rp lu s is now 
2.6 billion bu shels, which m eans theie isn’t enou g h 
lot’ boti) a world food bank and a local “ev er nor­ 
mal g ra n a ry ” reserv e. Com p licating thing s is In­ 
dia’s dc|>cndrnce on American Wheat. A leal fam ­ 
ine in India wou ld clean U.S. storag e bins ou t in 
jig tim e 
M eanwhile the French farm ers hav e 
I been bu rning wheat as a w arning to DeGau lle 
' that they w ant hig her p rices. 
T he Ru ssians aren't likely to g et their farm 
situ ation in order u ntil they abandon most of their 
cu rrent ag ricu ltu ral p olicies. The whole Sov iet 
cou ntry side is in an acu te state of deg eneration 
and dilap idation, according to a score of items 
translated from the C om m u nists’ own p u blica­ 
tions by Valery Albert for the alway s well-in- 
foiTned In stitu te for the Stu dy of the USSR in 
Mu nich. "I fear for the fu tu re of ou r collectiv e 
term ,” so a farm chairm an w rites in Komsomols- 
kay a Prav da. “T he y ou ng men who leav e for the 
arm y do not retu rn ; the g irls, too, v anish from 
the v illag e.” A nother w riter say s, “T he fields are 
already becoming ov erg rown with Bees. T here is 
no one to work, y ou ng or old.” 
T he Commu nist P a rty ’s official jou rnal, Kom- 
mu nist, say s: “T he cou ntry side is not only aw ait­ 
ing the solu tion to a nu m ber of economic and ev ery ­ 
day p roblems; it is also in need of a thorou g h 
ov erhau l 
of 
its 
cu ltu ral 
base.” 
According 
to 
Prav da, thou sands of collectiv e farm s hav e no 
electricity for offices, 
hosp itals, schools, clu bs, 
stores, warehou ses or for the farm s themselv es! 
W riting in Izv estia, M. Lenisov , head of the Ru s­ 
sian u nion of consu m er g oods societies which 
serv es m ore than 50 million ru ral inhabitants, 
comp lains that “ru ral com m erce is clearly being 
strang led.”. P easants can’t g et shirts or shoes. 
And the attem p t to form “ag ro-tow ns” by g rou p ­ 
ing p easants in artificially u rbanized com mu nities 
has tu rn ed p u t to be incomp atible with the p riv ate 
g arden p lot* and p riv ate liv estock bleeding which 
hav e been chief sou rces of Sov iet food. S tate farm 
w o rkers in a “show v illag e” near Moscow hav e 
actu ally deserted their ’’com fortable m ansions” to 
liv e in shacks m ade of ’’second-hand boards” ju st 
to be near their own p lots of land. The qu otations 
are from the p u blication called Molodoi Kommu - 
nist. 
Following the ag ricu ltu ral 
news from both 
F ast and West, I hav e a qu easy feeling that half 
the world m ay soon be starv ing while the other 
half w on’f Iv able to do a thing abou t it. No w on­ 
der Ly ndon Johnson has called for a stu dy of farm 
p olicy .

• facing m ilitary draft in the Viet 
Nam w ar wou ld hav e been re­ 
liev ed. It wou ld hav e g otten a 
g rea ter nu m ber of v otes than the 
p romise to p u rsu e the w ar in­ 
tensiv ely . 
There is, howev er, som ething 
else which redu ces to the lev el 
of nonsense the ou tcry th at S ec­ 
retary Ru sk ju st didn’t w ant to 
talk p eace and didn’t accep t U 
T h a n t’s su g g estions.

If y ou arc ov erweig ht. 
y ou arc p u tting an u nnecessary bu rden on y ou r 
joints and redu cing will imp rov e y ou r condition. 
Good p ostu re is also im p ortant. 
Av oid bu m p ing or knocking y ou r joints as y ou 
g row older. 
A g reat deal of relief can be ob­ 
tained by ap p ly ing heat in some form to the af­ 
fected joints for 15 to 20 m inu tes once or twice 
daily . 
M oderate ex ercise will g o far tow ard p re­ 
v enting stiffness. 
Q— I ha v e had rheu m atoid arth ritis for three 
y ears. 
My doctor l-ecommends injections to in­ 
du ce fev er. 
W’ou ld they be help fu l? 
A— Altho ug h artificia l fev er has been u sed in 
the p ast in the treatm en t of v ariou s forms of 
arth ritis with some su ccess, it has larg ely been 
abandoned in fav or of su ch dru g s as asp irin, 
p heny lbu tazone and a new dru g — indomethacin. 
Ex ternal heat is also help fu l. 


Q— W hat is pruritus? 
W hat cau ses it? 
Is 
there any cu re? 
A— I’ru ritis moans itching w ithou t any v isible 
skin lesions su ch as hiv es or mosqu ito bites. 
It 
may be cau sed by diabetes, jau ndice, anemia, ex ­ 
cessiv ely dry skin, dandru ff or ev en thinking 
abou t itching . 
Before startin g any treatm ent, a doctor shou ld 
determ ine the cau se of y ou r itching . 
T here are 
m any p rep arations that will g iv e y ou tem p orary 
relief bu t remov ing the cau se is the only way 
to effect a cu re. 
Q— My hu sband has u lcers of the colon. 
He 
p asses a lot of bloody mu cu s. 
The doctor say s 
he will hav e it the rest of his life. 
Is there no 
remedy for this? 
Is there any dang er of cancer? 
A-r-The cortisone g rou p of dru g s are help fu l 
Recent stu dies indicate that su lfasalizine is also 
help fu l. 
Prolong ed rest and p sy chotherap y hav e 
imp rov ed some v ictims bu t, in the long ru n, the 
best resu lts a ie achiev ed by remov ing the colon. 
C ancer of tile colon occu rs mu ch m ore often in 
p ersons w ith u lcerativ e colitis than in the g en­ 
eral p op u lation.

Hidden behind the rather dull 
sounding title ‘‘Social Security j 
Amendments of 1965,” lies some 
of the most sweeping and hu­ 
m anitarian legislation passed by J 
Congress in many years. For in j 
addition to i n c r e a s i n g the 
amount and scope of social se- I 
curity coverage, this is the law 
that launched Medicare.
